Out of the way. 
Congress— Obama 
pledges progress 
in State of the Union

WASHINGTON President Obama vowed on 
Tuesday to bypass a divided Congress and 
take action on his own to bolster America’s 
middle class in a State of the Union speech 
that he used to try to breathe new life into his 
second term after a troubled year. 

Standing in the House of Representatives 
chamber before lawmakers, Supreme Court 
justices and VIP guests, Obama declared his 
independence from Congress by issuing a raft 
of executive orders— a move likely to inflame 
already tense relations between the Demo- 
cratic president and Republicans. 

Obama’s actions, while relatively modest, 
collectively amounted to an outpouring of 
frustration at the pace of legislative action 
with Republicans in control of the House of 
Representatives and able to slow the presi-

presidency and caused many Americans to 
lose confidence in him, Obama defended 
the overhaul law he signed in 2010 but did 
not dwell on it, urging Americans to sign up 
for medical insurance coverage by a 
March 31 deadline. 


dent’s agenda. 

“I’m eager to work with all of you,” Obama 
told the lawmakers gathered for the annual 
speech. “But America does not stand still — 
and neither will I. So wherever and whenever 
I can take steps without legislation to expand 
opportunity for more American families, 
that’s what I’m going to do.” 

Obama’s orders included a wage hike for 


federal contract workers, creation of a “start- 
er savings account” to help millions of people 
save for retirement and plans to establish new 
fuel efficiency standards for trucks. 

He said he was driven to act by the widen- 
ing gap between rich and poor and the fact 
that while the stock market has soared, aver- 
age wages have barely budged. 

“Inequality has deepened,” Obama said. 
“Upward mobility has stalled. The cold hard 
fact is that even in the midst of recovery too 
many Americans are working more than ever 
just to get by, let alone get ahead. And too 
many still aren’t working at all.” 

Obama’s strategy means he has scaled back 
ambitions for large legislative actions and 
wants to focus more on small-bore initiatives 
that can reduce income inequality and create 
more opportunities for middle-class workers. 


He did, however, renew appeals for actions 
that still await congressional approval. He 
called for Congress to give him the author- 
ity to speedily negotiate international trade 
agreements, a proposal held up by Democrat- 
ic opposition. 

On one of his biggest priorities, immigra- 
tion reform, Obama urged Congress to work 
together on an overhaul, but he tempered his 
criticism of Republicans who have held up the 
law, with signs of possible progress emerging 
in recent days among House Republicans. 

Obama also held back from taking a step 
that immigration reform advocates have called 
on him to take. He did not take executive ac- 
tion to freeze the deportations of parents of 
children brought to the United States illegally

A former UCLA linebacker who has be- 
come an advocate for players’ rights, Huma 
said that too high a percentage of the bil- 
lions generated by the NCAA— a reported 
$5.15 billion by the five power conferences — 
goes to coaches’ salaries and stadium luxury 
suites. He said the NCAA does not protect 
the interest of players. 

“If you get hurt in school colors,” Huma said, 
“just because someone labels you an amateur, 
that doesn’t mean you should not be taken care 
of for that injury This is a multibillion industry 
that is produced off the player’s talent.” 

At the outset, only Division I FBS football 
players and men’s basketball players will be 
eligible to join CAPA because they can make 
the case best that they are employees. 

Organizers chose Northwestern because of 
Colter’s eagerness to step forward. And as a 
private institution, the school falls under the 
jurisdiction of the NLRB. Public universities 
are governed by state law 

NCAA chief legal officer Donald Remy 
said he is confident the NLRB will rule in the 
NCAA’s favor. 

“This union-backed attempt to turn stu- 
dent athletes into employees undermines the 
purpose of college: an education,” Remy said. 
“Student-athletes are not employees, and their 
participation in college sports is voluntary” 
Brian Rauch, an attorney who specializes 
in labor law and has represented universi- 
ties, said that the current law dictates 
that students pursuing a degree cannot 
organize. A case involving teaching as- 
sistants at New York University was 
settled before an NLRB ruling.

Calling the NCAA “a dictatorship,” North- 
western football player Kain Colter joined 
national labor leaders in Chicago on Tuesday 
to announce that the newly formed College 
Athletes Players Association had petitioned 
the regional office of the National Labor Re- 
lations Board. 

Some experts envision a long, fruitless battle 
to successfully unionize, but CAPAfounder and 
president Ramogi Huma said, “we have full con- 
fidence that the board will rule in our favor.” 

The group has a sizable list of demands that 
includes financial coverage for sports-related 
medical expenses, placing independent con- 
cussion experts on the sidelines during games, 
establishing an educational trust fund to help 
former players graduate and “due process” be- 
fore a coach could strip a player of his scholar- 
ship for a rules violation. 

The organization also wants players to receive 
“cost of attendance” stipends— most major- 
conference schools agree— and allow them to 
be compensated for commercial sponsorships 
“consistent with evolving NCAA regulations.” 

There is no push for “pay-for-play” salaries, 
though. 

‘A lot of people will think this is all about

WHAT DO THE PROS SAY? 

The NFL Players Association voiced its sup- 
port Tuesday for college athletes’ move- 
ment to unionize, while the NBA and MLB 
players unions declined comment. 


“I’ve never seen a case regarding athletes,” 
Rauch said. “It would take a long time and be 
a long haul considering they are seeking to 
overturn precedent.” 

Colter initially addressed his concerns in a 


Sept. 21 game against Maine. He raised aware- 
ness for the All Players United movement by 
joining with athletes from Georgia and Geor- 
gia Tech who scrawled ‘A.P.U.” on sweatbands 
and towels. 
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The protests seemed mild, but they were 
not repeated during the season. 

“Northwestern taught me how to be a great 
leader and thinker,” said Colter, who will grad- 
uate in the spring with a degree in psychology 
“I hope {coaches and officials} will be proud 
and agree with me. Coach {Pat} Fitzgerald 
said he is supportive of anything that makes 
the student-athlete experience better.” 

CAPA officials have filed an election peti- 
tion, the first step in the union certification 
process. 

Before an election date is set, the regional 
office of the NLRB has to determine, among 
other things, if the athletes are employees of 


Northwestern, as defined by the National La- 
bor Relations Act. A hearing is scheduled for 
Feb. 7 in Chicago. 

If the NLRB regional office sides with the 
union, the university could appeal the deci- 
sion to NLRB headquarters in Washington. 

If an election were held, the majority of 
athletes would have to agree to join the union 
for it to have the legal right to bargain with 
the university over benefits and wages. 

Colter said he had a “relatively easy” time 
convincing Northwestern football players to 
sign the authorization cards, adding: “They 
can see the injustice. It was clear that the 
football team ... was ready to make a change.”

When do colleges 
cancel classes?

As Chicago’s temperatures dropped to record 
lows again this week, its college students 
wanted to know (and looked to social media 
for an answer): Do we have to go to school? 

And for the most part, the answer was yes, 
you do. 

How do colleges decide what weather is 
tough enough to call off classes? Officials at 
many local schools said they have no set-in- 
stone policy but instead examine a number of 
factors before making the call. 

Loyola University Chicago in Rogers Park 
has closed only once in the past io years, ac- 
cording to Megan Troppito, a university 
spokeswoman. That was during the February 
20ii blizzard that forced a shutdown of Lake 


Shore Drive. 

DePaul University in Lincoln Park stayed 
closed during the first polar vortex of the year 
but remained open this week while the second 
polar vortex was underway 

Carol Hughes, a DePaul spokeswoman, said 
the school closed Jan. 6 because it was sup- 
posed to be the first day of a new semester, and 
scores of students and faculty were reporting 
problems returning to school from their win- 
ter breaks. The extreme cold and snow the 
weekend before delayed flights and temporar- 
ily shut down some airports, so a committee of 
DePaul administrators called for the closure. 

“It was cold, but it was a transportation is- 
sue,” Hughes said.

4 Marlboro Men died of 
smoking-related diseases 


For the longest time, the Marlboro Man was 
synonymous with America’s image of itself— 
tough, self-sufficient, hard-working. 

In one of the 20th century’s most famous ad 
campaigns, which began in the 1950s, he was 
a rugged but handsome man who did the jobs 
that needed to be done, and he almost always 
had a Marlboro cigarette in his mouth. 

Today the reality about the Marlboro Man is 
darker: At least four actors who played him in 
ads have died of smoking-related diseases. 

The latest was Eric Lawson, 72, who ap- 
peared in Marlboro print ads from 1978 to 1981. 
He died in San Luis Obispo, Calif., on Jan. 10. 

His wife, Susan Lawson, said he died of 
chronic obstructive pulmonary disease, which 
is most frequently caused by smoking. He took 
up the habit at age 14. 

Lawson’s unglamorous end has been shared 
by other Marlboro models. 

David Millar of Meriden, N.H., succumbed 
to ephysema in 1987 at age 81. 


Wayne McLaren died of lung cancer in 1992 
at age 51 after 25 years of smoking. 

McLaren had waged an anti-smoking war 
against Marlboro and its owner, Philip Morris, 
complaining that the ads targeted kids, “the 
only target the companies have left.” 

Another Marlboro Man from California, 
David McLean, died of lung cancer at 73 in 
1995. His widow later sued Philip Morris, con- 
tending that McLean had to smoke pack after 
pack of cigarettes during Marlboro shoots so 
directors could create the perfect scene. "¥ears 
later, the McLean lawsuit was thrown out. 

But the Marlboro Man was finally finished 
off by the 1998 Master Settlement between to- 
bacco companies and state attorneys general, 
which forbade the companies to use humans 
or cartoons on tobacco advertising in the U.S. 

Lawson had done his part in later years to 
make up for the smoking ads he’d done with 
Marlboro, at one point appearing in an anti- 
smoking ad that parodied the Marlboro Man. 


Folk legend, activist 
Pete Seegerdies 

Pete Seeger, who helped 
create the modern American 
folk music movement, died 
on Monday at the age of 94 
of natural causes. Seeger also 
was known for his liberal poli- 
tics, working as an environ- 
mentalist, protesting against 
wars and being sentenced to 
prison for refusing to testify to 
Congress about his time in the 
Communist Party. 


China drinks most 
red wine in the world 

China has overtaken France 
and Italy to become the world’s 
No. 1 consumer of red wine, 
although the U.S. remains the 
world’s biggest tippler of all 
types of wines, the wine and 
spirits trade association Vin- 
expo said Tuesday. China drank

last year, a 136 percent increase 
in consumption over five years.

“Via,” her first album in nearly five years. 

Houndmouth Feb. 7 at Lincoln Hall 
The throwback Indiana quartet titled its full- 
length debut “From the Hills Below the City,” 
which doubles as an apt description of its down- 
to-earth American sound. 



Songs like “Blade on the Flesh, Blood on My 
Hands” from the Ohio metal crew’s excellent 
new album live up to their hyper-violent 
titles, twin guitarists Nate Garnette and 
Scott Hedrick wielding their instruments 
like bloodied battle axes.

In many ways, the dual MCs are polar opposites. 
Clipse rapper Pusha T is a cold-blooded killer on 
the mic, dropping verses inspired by his years 
in the drug trade. 2 Chainz, in contrast, turns out 
comic verses with punchlines that could kill at 
an open mic night. 


The Coup Feb. 7 at Reggie’s Rock Club 
The revolutionary rap crew lobs politically and 
socially charged Molotov cocktails cleverly dis- 
guised as party-starting anthems.

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Band of Horses 

Feb. 19 at the Vic 
While Band of Horses has embraced volume in 
the past (remember the crew trying to drown 
out Jane’s Addiction at Lollapalooza?), it’s tak- 
ing a significantly stripped-down tact on this 
acoustic tour.

The California folk-rocker recorded his sopho- 
more album alongside a number of his idols, 
including Jackson Browne, Graham Nash 
and David Crosby, and his soft-lit songs 
would have fit comfortably in that 
musical era.

Though the alt-rock legends

A delightfully 
fishy adventure

With “Octodad: Dadliest Catch,” local indie 
game outfit Young Horses have concocted 
the world’s most literal fish-out-of-water 
comedy It features the domestic adventures 
of a suburban father who, at first glance, 
seems straight out of an old-fashioned 
sitcom— save for one ocean-sized twist: He’s 
actually an eight-legged mollusk masquerad- 
ing as a regular human being with a wife and 
children. 

Because he’s a floppy, gelatinous creature 
from under the sea, the act of performing the 
most banal of household chores— putting on 
a tie or mowing the lawn— end up feeling like 
Herculean tasks. Human hands and arms, as it 
turns out, make it fairly easy to brew a pot of 
coffee. Not so when you’ve got uncoordinated 
tentacles. Navigating the urban environment 
in this condition is unfailingly hilarious to 
watch, but can be frustrating to control. 

There’s a struggle, especially at first, to 
make the protagonist perform basic move- 
ments, and sometimes you feel like you’re 
trying to make an infant walk for the first 
time. But eventually you’re forced to get a 
grip on your awkwardness because making 
too much of a scene in public places— if you 
follow the game’s goofy logic— will break the

camouflage and Octodad could end up on 
someone’s sushi plate. 

What can’t be concealed is the human 
heart beating underneath all the sight gags 
and zany humor of “Dadliest Catch.” The 
title character gurgles in frustration when his 
wife and kids beg him to visit an aquarium 
(vaguely based on the Shedd), and there’s the 
foreboding sense that as much as Octodad 
tries to fit in and please his family it’s never 
quite enough. This sense of grounded emo- 
tion combined with vividly cartoonish visuals 
can at times lend a Pixar vibe to “Dadliest 
Catch.” 

That’s high praise, especially since this is 
Young Horses’ first commercial project. But 
in the three years since this small team of 
North Siders made the original “Octodad” 
as a student project at DePaul, they’ve finely 
tuned the series from interesting experiment 
to catch of the gaming sea.
